people of this area can present a 
common understanding. 


“Apparently flood control no 
longer is the only issue. It has 
become a question of water rights, 
and that is something more for 
lawyers than engineers.” 


Roland R. Killian, Springville 


the Tule River Soil Conservation 
district, hoped that the series of 
replacement upstream dams would 
result in further development of 
recreation and flood control as- 
pects of the project. 


“Recreation now is second in 
the state in revenue’, Mr. Killian 
observed, “‘and it has passed agri- 
culture in overall income. How- 
ever, it is a long range program, 
most of which probably will not 
be realized in our lifetime.” 


He explained that an intense 
range improvement program cur- 
rently is underway by county and 
state agencies. He indicated that 
the U. S. Forest service soon would 
|be able to participate in the de- 
velopment of watershed resources. 


As for the tour itself, represen- 
tatives visited nearly a dozen pro- 
Posed sites for upstream dams on 
the south, middle and north forks 
of the Tule river, 


Included were five locations on 
the south fork. 


William Doyle, Sacramento, field 
Tepresentative for the Army En- 
gineers, explained that several of 
these locations had been “paper 
Surveyed”’ by his organization dur- 
ing initial searches for a dam site 
in 1947 but that they were ruled 
fout because he said he “did not 
believe a series of choke dams 
would achieve the basic principals 
of flood control for the floor of 
the valley or for farmers in the 
Tulare Lake basin.” 


All of the south Tule river pro- 
Posed sites are located in the vi- 
cinity of the Tule River Indian 
reservation. 

Pat Foran, Success valley farm- 
said one of the most desirable 


about one mile inside the Indian 
Reservation, calling for a 140 
foot high dam that could store 
14,000 acre feet of water in a 
reservoir. The proposed dam, he 
Said, could be constructed “at a 
fraction of the cost of Success 
dam.” 

On the middle fork, the series 
of dams is proposed to be in the 
area of Mahogany Flats just be- 
low Camp Nelson. 

Bill Dye, Springville, a former 
State trapper and a director of 
the conservation — district, 
asked that at least $500,000 be 
Spent in developing the dams on 
what he termed “subdivided 1,000 
acre lots, so that flood waters can 
be harnessed at their source.” 

Mr. Doyle argued “the more 
dams, the more money.” 

“Some benefit, of course, can 
be derived from these high eleva- 
tion dams’, he said, “but there 
cannot be any protection for those 
on the valley floor. Besides, it is 
not wise on a dollar basis.” 

While on the middle fork, the 
entourage visited the Moorehouse 
State Fish hatchery.
